1 . WE STILL PREFER THAT SECURITY COUNCIL UNFICYP RENEWAL 
BE LOW KEY AND ROUTINE AS POSSIBLE, AND THAT IN GENERAL 
ANYTHING BE AVOIDED WHICH MIGHT TEND TO INTERFERE WITH 
THE INTERCOMMUNAL NEGOTIATING PROCESS. AS INDICATED IN 
ANKARA 3726, TURKS AND TURK CYPRIOTS CLEARLY HAVE LITTLE 
TO GAIN FROM ACRIMONIOUS SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE AND IF 
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THEY RAISE ECONOMIC CONCERNS AT THIS STAGE, GREEKS WILL 
ALMOST CERTAINLY COUNTER WITH A SCORE OF THEIR OWN COM- 
PLAINTS. THE RESULT WILL DO NEITHER COMMUNITY ANY GOOD. 

AND WILL IN NO WAY HELP THE UN CONTINUE THE CURRENT 
NEGOTIATING PROCESS. 

2. WE RECOGNIZE STRENGTH OF TURKISH CYPRIOT FEELINGS 
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ABOUT ECONOMIC BOYCOTT QUESTION, BUT WHILE WE MAY NOT BE 
ABLE PREVENT TURKISH CYPRIOT PRESENTATION IN NEW YORK ON 
THIS SUBJECT, WE SEE LITTLE TO BE LOST BY TRYING. EMBASSY 
NICOSIA SHOULD THEREFORE REITERATE TO CHELIK OUR CON- 
TINUED HOPE THAT SECURITY COUNCIL UNFICYP DEBATE WILL 

NOT INTERFERE WITH INTERCOMMUNAL NEGOTIATING PROCESS. 

YOU SHOULD SAY THAT UNFICYP DEBATE DOES NOT PROVIDE A 
PROPER FORUM FOR ARGUMENTS WE UNDERSTAND CHELIK MAY WANT 
TO RAISE. YOU SHOULD ALSO POINT OUT THAT CHRISTOPHIDES 
WILL ALMOST CERTAINLY COME TO NEW YORK SHOULD CHELIK DO 
SO, AND THIS WOULD AUTOMATICALLY RAISE LEVEL OF RHETORIC 
IN UN ON ISSUE WHICH TURKS IN THE PAST HAVE ASKED US TO 
DEFUSE. 

3. EMBASSY ANKARA MAY ALSO CONVEY FOREGOING TO TURKISH 
FOREIGN MINISTRY AT APPROPRIATE LEVEL. VANCE

1 . WE STILL PREFER THAT SECURITY COUNCIL UNFICYP RENEWAL 
BE LOW KEY AND ROUTINE AS POSSIBLE, AND THAT IN GENERAL 
ANYTHING BE AVOIDED WHICH MIGHT TREND TO INTERFERE WITH 
THE INTERCOMMUNAL NEGOTIATING PROCESS. AS INDICATED IN 
ANKARA 3726, TURKS AND TURK CYPRIOTS CLEARLY HAVE LITTLE 
TO GAIN FROM ACRIMONIOUS SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE AND IF 
THEY RAISE ECONOMIC CONCERNS AT THIS STAGE GREEKS WILL 
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ALMOST CERTAINLY COUNTER WITH A SCORE OF THEIR OWN COM- 
PLAINTS. THE RESULT WILL DO NEITHER COMMUNITY ANY GOOD, 

AND WILL IN NO WAY HELP THE UN CONTINUE THE CURRENT 
NEGOTIATING PROCESS. 

2. WE RECOGNIZE STRENGTH OF TURKISH CYPRIOT FEELINGS 
ABOUT ECONOMIC BOYCOTT QUESTION, BUT WHILE WE MAY NOT BE 
ABLE PVEVENT TURKISH CYPRIOT PRESENTATION IN NEW YORK ON 
THIS SUBJECT, WE SEE LITTLE TO BE LOST BY TRYING. EMBASSY 
NICOSIA SHOULD THEREFORE REITERATE TO CHELIK OUR CON- 
TINUED HOPE THAT SECURITY COUNCIL UNFICYP DEBATE WILL 

NOT INTERFERE WITH INTERCOMMUNAL NEGOTIATING PROCESS. 

YOU SHOULD SAY THAT UNFICYP DEBAYE DOES NOT PROVIDE A 
PROPER FORUM FOR ARGUMENTS WE UNDERSTAND CHELIK MAY WANT 
TO RAISE. YOU SHOULD ALSO POINT OUT THAT CHRISTOPHIDES 
WILL ALMOST CERTAINLY COME TO NEW YORK SHOULD CHELIK DO 
SO, AND THIS WOULD AUTOMATICALLY RAISE LEVEL OF RHETORIC 
IN UN ON ISSUE WHICH TURKS IN THE PAST HAVE ASKED US TO 
DEFUSE. 

3. EMBASSY ANKARA MAY ALSO CONVEY FOREGOING TO TURKISH 
FOREIGN MINISTRY AT APPROPRIATE LEVEL. VANCE 
UNQUOTE CHRISTOPHER. 
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
